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TRIUMPH IN PORTO RICO.

The circumstances conpected with
the capture ot Ponce, in Porto Rico,
give that affair a politieal importance
which even transcends its military
consequences, says the Glote-Demo-
crat. The port of Ponce surrendered
to Commander Davis, of the auxil-
iary gunbost Dixie, without any re-
sistance, and the city, three miles
inland, eapitulated to Gen. Ernest,
This puts the largest city in Porto
Rico—for Ponce bas more inhabitants
than San Juoan, the ecapital of the
island—in American hands, gives us
a virtusl mastery of the whole south.
ern coast ¢f the island, and puts us
in possession of a good highway lead.
ing to San Juan, seventy miles dis-
tant in a northeasternly directlion.
Over that road the heaviest artillery
ean be drawn with ease. T'he country
between these two most important
points in the island is exceedingly
favorable for military operations.

This is the purely military side of
the caplure of Ponce. Its political
gide lies in tbe temper of the people
toward our soldiers. * The populace
received the troops and saluted the
the flaz with wild enthusiasm,” snys
Gen. Miles in his report. *“The
Porto Ricans,” remarks the Associ-|
ated Press dispatch, ‘“are glad
that the American troops have
landed, and say they are all Amert-
cans and will join our army.” It is
clear from these expressions that
the change of sovereignty for Porto
Rico will give satisfaction lo 115 peo-
ple. The visit of the American
troops has long been expected and is
welcome. The Spaniards have always
said, and all the other Europeans
bave thought, that Spanish rule has
been agreeable to Porto Rico, but
long before this war began Americans
learned thut the Spanish yoke was ns!
burdensome in that island as it was
elsewhere, The reason the Porto
Ricans bave raised fewer rebellions
than the Cubans is that their island

.is smaller than that of their kindred
10 the westward, it i3 intersected in
all directions by good roads, along
which troops can pass quickly, and
Dence risings could be easily sup-
pressed.

Porto Rico's political problems will
be as readily solved as its military
difficulties are being surmounted.
The American military forces * re-
jease you from your former political
relations,” says Gen. Miles in bis
proclamation Lo the inhabitants of |
Porto Rico, “and it is hoped this|
will be followed by your cheerful
acceptance of the government of the |
United States.”” This aspiration will
undoubtedly be gratified. The Porto |
Ricans, under American authority,
will have such bome rule as their
needs demand, will he part of the
greatest and most progressive nation
on the earth, and will, for the first
time 1n their lives, learn just
what liberal government means.
Thus the capitulation of Ponce is
even more grali‘ying for what it
foreshadows than for what it imme-
diately brings. It indicates there
will be wvery little resistance from

_the Spanish soldiers anywhere in the
island and that, after Spanish anthor-
ity is overthrown, the adjustment of
the mmhabitants to their new relations
will be easy and pleasant. The en-
thusiastic welcome which the people

of Porto Rico extend Lo the Ameri-
can troops will show the Spanish
dynasty vhe necessity of immediately
making peace on any lerms which the
the United States offers.

THE_ PEACE TERMS.

Our government has done well to
press its warlike movements while
discussing peace terms with Spain.
This is po lime for weak wavering.
Spain muost not harbor the delusion
thiat the United States is anxious for
peace, or be led into the false belief
that to gain peace this country stands
ready 10 forego the just fruits of
victery, says the Spokesman-Re-
view. -

If Spain will accept the terms now

offered, she may reclaim the Philip-
pines, which constitute the greater
part of her menaced colonies. In
population they outoumber Cuba
and Puerto Rico many times over,
and in many ways they are of grealer
By
yielding Cuba and Puerto Rico, and
withdrawing ber armies from those
islands, Spain may be able to put
down the Aguinaldo insurrection
and re-establish her shattered sov-
ereignty.

Indeed, there is reason to believe
that in accepting the terms offered
by this country, Spain will lose
nothing wlich she would not soon
have lost even if she had not gone
to war with the United States. In
attempting to hold all ber rebellious
color.ies, Spain  would have
put all in jeopardy. Apart from the
war with America, she had come te
that point where wise statesmanship
would have dictated that a part be
yiclded to make more secure the
grasp on the remainder,

Perbaps all this is understood as
well in Madrid ns in Washinglon,
but as a salve to wounded Spanish
honor, the ministry considers it es
sential that the Spanish government
should bLove the appearance of being
a potential party lo the peace nego-
tintions, Its obvions puoroose is to
make it seem thst the United States
is accepting its proposals rather than
have the masses of  the Spanish peo-
ple understand that the United
States is dictating the settlement,
Herhaps when all the facls come cout
it will be found that the cifference
between our terms and the Spanish
counter-proposal is of minor import-

ance.

OUR NAVY, PAST, PRESENT
AND FUTURE.

Twice in history the American
Navy bas been the best and strong-
vst in the world., Itis now that
again. It is by fighting demonstra-
tion the strongest in the world.

In the war of 1812-14 our seamen,
with their live.oak ships, met and
overcame the sca power even of
Great Britain. At the end of the
ciyil war we again had afloal the
strongest navy in the world.

But our mechanieal ingenuity bad
sowed the seed of revolution in naval
constroction. The Momtor and the
Merrnmae were father and mother to
all modern naval machines of war.
They created a new epoch.

Their exploits ended the career of
the wooden warship. They com-
pelled the creation of battle ships,
armored cruisers and and all the rest
of 1t. “

In this work of reconstruction we
lagged behind for the best part of
twenty years. Ther we began in
earpest, and in an incredibly brief
time we have created a modern steel
c¢lad navy of the very first class,
whose construction has required in-
finitely more of skill, mechanical in-
genuily, inventive genius and thor-
ough education in exact scéence than
the buildicg of all the old navies in
the world required.

And for the fighting of such a
pavy like gualities of high edueation
were necessary, in associnlion with
the 1indomitable courage of the
officers and men who made the his
tory of our old wooden navy so
splendid a record of beroism. That
requirement has been fully answered,
For Hull and Lawrence and Perry
we have Dewey and Schley and
Sampson and Hobson.

- We have met these requirements,
and with the completion of plans
already mude, the navy of the great
republic is the foremost and most
formidable fighting force that ever
floated upon any sesa. .

And best of all, 1ts mission will be
Lo command pesce and 2ompel jostice
and enforce everywhere the unalien-
able rights of men.—N. Y. World.

Statehood for none cf our new
conquests has- been thought of yet,
but the people of Porto Rico are
getlting themselves in training for it
They are showing an Americanism
and an intelligence which are im-
pressing the United States very fsvor-
ably toward them. It is known, of
course, that the proportion of whites
to the total population is larger in
Porto Rico than 1t is in Cuba or any
other Spanish island, its per capita
‘wealth is greater, and ifs percentage

of educated people is higher. After
“the Spaniards are driven out of the
island a stream of emigrants to it
from the United States is hikely to
set in, and its population will rapidly
increase in the immediate fature.
Porto Rico will probably not remain
in the crown colony status long. A
tull terrilorial government is reason-
ably certain to be given to that island
before many years pass.

The Wal'a Walla Statesman ap-
nouneces the return of Ex.Governor
Miles C. Moore, of Walla Walla, to
Republicanism. Mr. Moore never
was a silver man lo buort. Heis a
politiclan, however, in the faollest
sepse. Mr. Moore was at the head
of Banker Ankeny's senatorial boom
a few years sgo, which was totally
burst by the election of Hon. John
L. Wilson, of Spokane to that place.
If the writer 1sn't badly mistaken,
Mr. Moore will agsin endeavor to
take a hand in Republican politics
up in tle state of Washin3ton.

The talk about peace reminds the
average American that we bave not
given the Spaniards half enough.
They have “hollored” too soon, and
now that they sppear to be quibbing
about peace, it would suil most peo-
ple of this sation if all negotiations
woul cease and the war be resumed
till the sight of an “Americano”
would be enough for any Don on
carth.

The Porto Ricans are doing their
utmost to make General Miles feel
perfectly at home. Iunstead of splk-
ing and consuming his rations they
are bringing in fresh meat and vege-
tables for bis command. This speaks
well for the Porto Ricans, and will
be remembered.

With its eyes on America the Lon-
don Spectator is imclined to think
that * with good cfficers and an able
staff, three months’ instruction furns
out men compelent to fight great
battles.”” The theory is sound if the
men are United States volunteers.

The Dal'es, always a splendid
business point, wiil never lose her
position in the race for trade. The
Colombia is her commercial friend,
aud though the hand of man way at-
tempt to stay the progress of eur
city, it will all come to naught. °

SOMETHING ABOUT
THE FOREST FIRES

NEW FEDERAL LAW WILL BE EN-
FORCED.

Oregon-to Be Protected Against Puall of
Smoke. nnd Sheap KEept From
the Meserve,

The department of the interior at
Washington last sunmmer puoblished a
notice calling the attention of the pub-
lic to the fact that immense areas of
public forests are aunnslly destroyed by
fire. originating, in many instances,
throogh the carelessness of prospectors,
campers, hunters, sheep-herders and
othera; while in many instances bthe fires
are started with malicious intent.

Warning was given that the origin of
ell forest fires would be carefolly inves-
tigated, and, where the fire is ascertain-
ed have originated through carelessness
or design, the persons implicated will be
prosecuted to the fall extent of the law.
The public generally was requested to
aid the officers of the government in
taeir effort to check the evils referred to
and in the punishment of all such of-
fenders.

The act of cangress, approved Febrn-
ary 24, 1897, provides that any pergon
who willfully or malicionsly sets fire to ‘
timber or uoderbrash on the public do- ‘
main, or carelessly leaves fire to burn|
unattended near any timber or inflama- |
ble material, shall be deemed guilty of a |
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction
thereof, shall be fined not more than
$5.000 or be imprisoned not more than
two yedrs, or both. Any person who
builda a campfire, or otherfire, in or
near any forest, timber, or other inflam-
atle material on the public domain, and F
tails before breeking camp or leaving
said fire to totally extingnish the eame,
ghali be fined not more than $1000 or be
impriecned not more than one year, or
both.

The fines collected shall ke paid into
the pablic echool fund of the county in
which the lands where the offense was
commilied are sitnated. i

FROM A MANILA LETTER.

D. C. Allard, Formerly of Boyd, Writes
to His Mother.

The following extracts are from a
letter written by D. C. Allard, who was
formerly a teacher at Boyd, to hismother
at Troutdale. Mr. Allard is a member
of company L, and the letter was writlen
at Manila: -

** The boys who went ashore in small
boats and captured the Ladrones were
wet to the ekin by the rain storm. All
the officers went ashore and brought
back lots of frait. The islands are cov-
ered with tropical vegetation, even more
than the Hawaiisn islands. Life on
board ship is very monotonous, and
quarters are so cramped. Everybody
was vaccinated, and I have been very
sick from the effects of mine, and atill
have a very bad arm. A good many are
having the measles.

“It was ternbly rough on the China
gea, and even after thirty-seven days on
ehip many of the boys were sick again.

A good many natives visited the boat
this morning here in Manila harbor,
with vegetables, frait, egge and poultry
to sell, bat as our pockelbooks are very
nearly empty, no rushing bosiness is
being done.

“The islands here seem to be very
mountainous, though there is much level
land. Manila luoks heautiful from here,
five miles distant. The weather is very
warm, though it rains every day.

After leaving Honolulo we had only
two meals = -day, with coffee in the
morning at 7. Perhaps that sccounts
for the ill-health on board."”
